Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Proposed claims 1,11,14, 22,25, and 31 adopt subject matter 
previously indicated as allowable and, subject to an update search, appear to directed to allowable subject matter. 
Agreed that claim 32 requires the separator to be on a semiconductor substrate with at least one of the variable blazed 
gratings. The examiner wanted to review Butler, et al more closely for such an embodiment, but as previously 
indicated the claim appears to be allowable. Newly proposed claims 43-58 may have different mode of operation than 
the invention constructively amended, but Applicant argued that these claims include subject matter indicated as being 
allowable in parent application serial number 10/192,248, and urged that there would be no burden in considering this 
subject matter in combination with the systems environment of the present application. The examiner indicated that, 
barring restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121, in all likelihood, these proposed claims would be subject to a non-statutory 
double patenting rejection. The examiner indicated that a terminal disclaimer in advance of such rejection would not be 
inappropriate. Applicant urged that the subject matter of the proposed new claims is distinct from Figure 16 of Lee, et 
al and from Figure 5 of Tew. . 
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
